Fuentealba Seeks Doubling AFM Membership 



81st Confab 
Hears Goal 
Of Top Man 

SPOK ANE- "We bWC the potcn- 
(ul for being the strongest lobbying 
force in the world," declared Victor 
W. Fuentealba. president of ihc 
American federation ot Musicians, 
in his opening remarks lo 1 .200 dele- 
gates attending the union's Bill an- 
nual contention here Monday 
Thursday ( 19-22). 

During the four-das confab 
which was dominated b> political 
concerns ranging from government's 
support of the arts to proposed radio 
performance royalts legislation, 
fuentealba was elected to his first 
full term as the AFM's lop officer hs 
a standing acclamation of the dele- 
gates. 

In his introductory addrevs Mon- 
day (19). he also called upon the 
union membership to "concentrate 
our efforts to organize the hundreds 
of thousands of unorganized musi- 
cians throughout the United Stales 
and Canada * 

The union president announced 
his goal of doubling the federation's 
MXi.OOO- strong membership within 
the nc\t five years, and he an- 
nounced a new program lo "revital- 
ize our efforts in the field of legisla- 
tion " 

The most imponant issue facing 
the union. Fuentealba said, is to re- 
store the AFM "to its proper great 
ness in the labor movement" 

"We have the potential for being 
the strongest lobby ing force in the 
world because of the nature of our 
business and the contacts that our 
members have with the public," he 
said. 

The convention delegates, who 
considered a total of 72 resolutions 
pnor lo adjournment Thursday (22) 
voted to permit military personnel lo 
join local unions of the AFM. 

This was the most controversial of 
the resolutions considered, and w as 
paxscd by a margin of iwo lo one on 
a roll call vole Prior lo this, serv ice 
personnel had hcen banned from 
AFM membership 

The delegates also approved a res- 
olution to retain annual union con-

Charge Jukeboxes 
Fluffed By Labels

NF.W YORK Jukebox oper- 
ators here say they are tired of 
being treated as second class citi- 
zens by record labels. 

Despite an industrywide con- 
sumption ol more than 75 mil- 
lion singles a year, operators 
claim they are brushed off by 
manufacturers completely de- 
voted to Ciffbffl to push LPs. 

"It has become impossible for 
me lo get top label executives on 
the phone anymore." complains 
Ben Chicofsky. executive direc- 
tor of ihe Music & Amusement 
Assn. the local organization 
whose members control more 
than 10.000 jukeboxes in this city 
and nearbs Nassau and Suffolk 
Counties. 

Chicofsky says his calls are not 
just to shoot the breeze. "Wc 
have viable promotion concepts 
to offer thai will benefit manu- 
facturers as much as they u ill aid 
us " But, with just a few excep- 
tions (he singles out RCA and 
Polsgram) no bods wants to hear 
them, claims the association top- 
per. 

He also feels that if belter com- 
munication is established tahd 
repertoire ideas can be fed to a&r 
departments 

Right now. sa\s the organiza- 



tion's chief, there i«- a demand for 
jtzz oldies on jukes, but little 
product is available on singles. 

Disco, of course, has bur- 
geoned as quarter-grabbers on 
boxes, and here record com- 
panies have supplied a good 
spread of material, he admits. 

Chicofiky's view is that juke- 
buxes function as a sdll-valuablc 
promotional medium in addition 
to comprising an important mar- 
ket segment. 

In this area a kmc. thev con- 
sume almost 2 million singles a 
sear, he says, pointing out that an 
average of 3'3 records a week are 
added to each machine. And he 
insists that jukeboxes can still 
generate a strong promotional 
impetus for new product, in some 
cases rivaling radio. 

Chicofsky would like labels to 
make more frequent use ol asso- 
ciation ability to test and pro- 
mote new disks One procedure 
available is to supply a "few hun- 
dred Mnglcs and title strips" lo 
the association, uhich. upon ap- 
proval by a review commiitce, 
are then slotted in the number 
one positions of boxes in key lo- 
cations. 

Results arc monitored and a 
report fed back to the label.

time. i( would lose its pertinencv 

Duke argued that his style has 
changed in Ihe ensuing two years 
and that his artistic image would be 
damaged b\ the release of his

Roger Carroll Combines Music 
And Sports At L.A. KMPC-AM 



ANAHEIM. CaJil How'd you

Roger Carroll, a KMPC-AM per- 
sonality, sees all the Los Angeles 
Rams and California Angels base- 
hall games every Sunday during 
their seasons 

Roger finds it all fun and it's 
hcen fun for the majority of the 15 
years he's been doing a live remote 
broadcast before the sports events 
from the Los Angeles Coliseum (for 
the Rams games) and the Anaheim 
Stadium here (where the Angels re- 
side) 

Carroll's broadcasts are "music 
shows," he explains in the KMPC 
booth adjacent to the booth which 
the station uses for broadcasting the 
Angels games. 

Both the Angels and KMPC are 
owned hs Gene Aulrv so there is a 
natural connection between the two 
entities and whv the station has Car- 
roll doing a 10 a m. to 12:30 show 
from "The big A" as the baseball 
sladium is affectionately called 

And since the station broadcasts 
the Rams games, this gives it a natu- 
ral sports hook into the community, 
adds Steve Bails. KMPC's director 
ol sports operations, upon which it 
hopes to snare sports hungry South- 
ern Californians who will stay tuned 
to the station before and after the 
sports broadcasts 

Carroll, who has been with the 
station IK years, has been doing the 
sports/music shows 15 years, having 
taken over the Sunday assignment 
when Ira Cook left the station. Cook 
was ihe first KMPC disk jockey to 
work thcSundav sports assignment. 

Carroll's remote program is 
unique in scleral respects bul it is 
not the only one of its kind in the 
country

But there are enough plugs for the 
event that the same result is prob- 
ably achieved. Roger mentions the 
Angels and the stadium enough dur- 
ing his air trick and the inclusion of 
three guests on the 2U hours, all in- 
volved with the team, helps promote 
Ihe baseball-station contact. 

There's another unique aspect to 
this kind ol remote work the noise 
one has lo contend with. Carroll says 
none of it bothers him and I am 
proof (his is so On a recent Sunday 
morning I sat in ihe KMPC booth 
and watched Carroll and Ihe KMPC 
technical team cany the show 
through (o perfection without one 
goof. 

Consider this: 

Roger is back announcing 
"You're The One That I Want" by 
John Travolta and Olivia Newton- 
John as the stadium announcer ex- 
claims that the public is now wel- 
come on ihe field to lake pictures of 
the players as part of a camera day 
promotion. A little while later as 
Roger reads a spot, the same pa 
voice chides the crowd to give a big 
hand to Yogi Berra ol the New York 
Yankees so the coach will come out 
onto (he field A little later the sta- 
dium organ player begins crooning 
lo the crowd. A short while later an 
Amtrak chugs past ihe stadium, its 
wheels creating a subtle, bul discer- 
nible clickity clock rhythm And 
there is ihe clear sound of "ice cream 
here . ice cold coke cola " 

Having told me that none of this is 
distracting. Roger adds: "The noise 
adds to the excitement of the pro- 
gram." Ihe veteran broadcaster 
notes lhat as it gets closer lo game- 



time, he and his studio engineer 
back in Hollywood have to raise 
their voices considerably to chat 
with each other on the talkback box 
which provides them with an "inter- 
office" connection. 

Whereas years ago Roger filled in 
his own log. he has now a staff pro- 
ducer al his side in the booth to 
handle this FCC requirement 
Roger flips on his own mike while 
veteran KMPC engineer Irs Lieskv 
handles the sound volume in the 
sports booth. Back at the studio on 
this Sunday morning is Wayne Du 
Bois. who spins the records Roger 
has selected Friday and gets all the 
commercials on the air. 

Roger strives for nine records an 
hour. In front of him arc four pieces 
of paper everything he needs to do 
his job. There is the program log. the 
playltst (which today lists 23 songs), 
the commercials and the weather 
conditions 

Everything is so planned lhat even 
Ihe weather report has variables 
which arc circled jellyfish, for ex- 
ample, none. few. some, many. 

A small earphone in the disk 
jockey's left ear allows him lo moni- 
tor the radio station at all times 
when he's on mike. There's also an 
actual radio in front ot him to hear 
what* s going on the air. 

Among ihe sports luminaries 
Roger chats with this morning are 
the Angels' new manager Jim Fre- 
gosi and nghl fielder Merv Rclten- 
mund "I chal with tbclte people 
from Ihe standpoint of a fan." Roger 
explains, "not like a sportscaster " 
But (he assignment means thai

The occasion, the second annual 
Famil) Affair convention sponsored 
by ihc Jack The Rapper wctkt) 
newsletter, held sorncthini fof ev- 
eryone dealing in the radio and mu 
Me industries borne things that hap 
pened were vjuite positive but then 
there's the other side of that eoin 

Dealing with the positive iirst, I 
must stjrt wnii the number of people 
supporting Jack Gibson. bo»s ot The 
Rapper. 

During the sessions such things 
were accomplished as .1 voung nun 
a member of a local Atlanta group 
called the ChapparalK. being put 111 
contact with DJs uho vowed to plus 
his LP. and others whoollered guid 
ancc in terms ot career direction 

Then there were others such as 
Jimmv Bee of Oakland. Calif*, who 
ofTered suggestions on how to solve 
problems by "sticking together." 
pointing out how his utv bands to- 
gether when a problem arises, and 
how he with other music reps call on 
political figures toaid their music in- 
terests 

The suggestions and solutions 
were endless Those in attendance, il 
listening, had some concrete ideas 10 
take home. 

Thai, in part, was the positive side 
of the three to lour hour daily meet- 
ings,. 

The other side was that far less 
than one third of those at the con- 
vention were on hand to hear those 
u ho had soniL-thiu^ lo ot lei llu! 
would give the musn. and broad- 
casting reps a better handle on their 
jobs. 

The lounge was packed all day 
and night Those in the meetings 
went into the corridors and lounge 
pleading with induslrv representa- 
tives who (or their companies) had 
spent a lot of money for those reps to 
come to Allanu. to come into the 
sessions. "I am at a loss as to why 
they come." said a convention at- 
tendee who identified himself as 
Jimmy I inker Irom Toronto. 

**! am at an even greater loss." he 
continued, "when attempting to un- 
derstand some of those people mull- 
ing around the bar (an open lounge 
situated in the center of the guest 
registration area) who constantly tell 
me. *I don 'I know why I keep coming 
to these things, nothing is accom- 
plished We talk about the same 
things at all ol these damn meetings 
and always go home with nothing ' 

"While that may be true. I must 
ask. how the hell do Ihey know the 
same things are being discussed il 
Ihey have not been in the meetings 
to hear them ' 

"On the other hand, if they know 
of other, more valid topics Iodise uss, 
and/or solutions to some of the old 
recurring problems, again, why 
aren't thev in the meetings offering 
their input'' 

"And again, if they don't know

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Black Industry Issues Probed 
At Jack the Rapper's Confab

But the hich point of the sessions 
came when Ro\ Wood, \ eteran 
broadcaster and sice president, spe- 
cial markets of the National Bla^k 
Network. challenged Wilhe Sn-us" 
Scott former music industrs repre- 
sentative 

Scott announced he has SKI mil- 
lion which he plans lo put into a new- 
record com pan \. Cnsial Records. 
Ml to begin operations in July. 

Speaking Of the ill-fated NATRA 
WchmJ said "We are jiving around 
while the vers foundation of an in- 
stitution that we ourselves built is 
disintegrating beneath us. 

"I want to point out how selfish 
and ignorant we who are fortunate 
enough to make some money can 
become He's (Scotti talking about 
SIO million in escrow, deposited to 
start a recording company. Crystal 
Records, with two persons involved. 

"He's talking to those of you who 
axe left in this room At the time he 
was up here speaking, there were 
more than 100 in here. Those who 
are missing. I suspect hate followed 
him out the door and are nol going 
to get a Goddamned dime " 

Scott had advised the group that it 
anvone in the room needed assist- 
ance he would gladly gi\e il to them 

"If Scott has SlO million." Wood 
continued. "I might suggest lo him 
what he could do with it to be of 
some real value to a group of strug- 
gling people w ho arc powerless to 
help themselves The reason you are 
powerless is because you do nol own 
and operate the source. The source 
of power is the broadcast tacilils it- 
self. 

"Scott with SIO million means 
that he is worth four times at least in 
credit as he has in cash, which means 
he's worth nearly $50 million on pa- 
per. With that kind of money, he can 
go out and bu\ 10 good broadcast 
facilities and do what he damn well 
pleases with them as long as he 
di>csn't violate any FCC rules. 

"That would give you a chance lo 
have DJs who would not have to pay- 
any attention to charts. You would 
make your own charts. 

"We have 50 large broadcast mar 
Itcb in the U S If blacks owned and 
operated the broadcast facilities in 
just 20 of these markcLs and with 
Scott he could buy 10 good proper- 
ties at SS million which would be 
equivalent to some 50.000. 10,000 
and 5.000-watt stations." said the 
apparently angrv Wood. 
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"He who controls the production, 
pricing and distribution." he contin- 
ues!, "w ill always he ahead " The 
crowd afforded Wood a standing 
ovation 

Scott had re-entered the room be* 
fore Wood concluded his lalk and 
Wi.hk! briclls went hack over his 
suggestions Scott made no com- 
ment

Scott had earlier said he had been 
in the music industry as a producer 
but moved into a more lucrative 
field, namelv real estate in Los An- 
geles 

Saul Scott "We (he with his part 
nert decided we would go back into 
the music industry with SIO million 
And we will survive. 

"In order to compete with the 
whites in the industry sou must put 
\our dollars together and say let's 
organize There can only be one 
head of the company in order to sur- 
vive. 

"I don't know a damn thing about 
music but I do know the business 
part, and anshodv who has some 
material to present, send it lo me " 

He said he was looking for people 
to head his company and anyone 
w ho needs help should look lor him 
"I am prepared to operate this 
company for seven years win. lose or 
draw." he said 

On the subject of bl.uk hooking 
agents. Helen Greer, an agent, 
charged black acts with starting out 
with black agenLs and defecting lo 
while agents once ihey (acts) are eft* 
ubltshcd 

Veteran industry executive Lucky 
Cordcll advised Greer to legalize ail

The symphony, in existence 42 
years, is one ol only three major 
swuphonies In ihc South, the other 
tWO being the Atlanta and North 
Carolina orchestras 

A SMMUXHi lund dnvc lo pay off 
debts incurred last season was 
launched April 12. but so tar only 
$227^58 has been raised, not even 
half ol what is needed Among the 
fund-raising projecLs were a shop- 
ping center book lair and a "Star- 
ship Encounters" special effects 
concert in the Superdomc, 

McCauley says although 30,000 
attended the concert, "il was a 
complete wash." with expenses of 
5123.0(H) just about balanced by 
income. 

Since the fund drive is flounder- 
ing, the symphony has requested 
$250,000 in emergency relief funds 
from holli the cits and stale, but so 
far there has been no response. 

McCauley sass thai if the goal 
isn't reached, the sy mphony hturd 
has three choices ch>sc down the 
symphony for ■ - ■>! hold as many 
concerts as pii\sible hi the tall until 
(he money runs out. or go ahead 
with plans for the next season on 
the gamble that there will be 
enough mones lo loot the bill I he 
board will announce iLs decision in 
mid-July. 

The symphony's deficit has in- 
creased each vcar In 1974-75 it 
was $43,000 In 1975-76 it was 
$126,000 and in the 1976-77 season 
it was $292,000 Expenses have in-

The symphony actually has $1.2 
million, bul il is hcing held in an ir- 
revocable trusl. which means the 
organi/alion cannot touch the 
principal, only the interest "Our 
present projection'- show thai b\ 
using the interest we could conduct 
ihc first four scheduled conccrLs. 
bul that would only lake us up lo 
Nov. I." McCauley says 

The symphony's crisis is attrib- 
uted to several factors, among 
ihcm inflation, a slight drop in at- 
tendance and the fact thai new 
music director Leonard Slalkin is 
frequently out of town on gucsi- 
conducimg stints- engagements 
already booked before he was 
hired here 

"Bul when all is said and done." 
sass McCauley. "ihc real root of 
the problem is that the people of 
New Orleans have not come out 
and said that the arts are a priority 
in Ihc community 

"When I talk lo my counterparts 
at other major symphonies around 
ihc country, they always say their 
two major financial sources are the 
government and industry Thai's 
where we run into irouhlc " 

The biggesl problem with gov- 
ernment funding is lhal Louisiana 
is the only state that docs nol 
match grants given by the Na- 
tional Endowment for Ihc Arts 

"The slate of Louisiana has ap- 
propriated zero dollars to ihe arts." 
sass McCauley "We rank 50 out 



of 50 in stale support of the arts 
The state receives $250,000 from 
Ihe National Fndowmenl for the 
Arts every year, hut il only acts as a 
channel and passes on ihe funds to 
various i>rgam/alions 

"Most symphonies receive be- 
tween $200,000 and $300,000 from 
their state All we got was $8,000 
OUl ol ihc stale's National Endow- 
ment grant, and nothing from Ihe 
state itself" 

The symphony also received 
$150,000* straight from Ihc Na- 
tional f ndowmenl. a Li h gives all 
major symphonies thai amount 

According In McCauley. an* 
other big problem with getting 
government funding here is lhal 
the county and city governments 
are merged. "We only get one con- 
tribution ($100,000) "from the city 
and county together In other 
cities, symphonies can go to both 
Ihe city and county governments 
for funds " 

McCauley also poinLs oul lhal 
from the S 100.000 grant. Ihe sym- 
phony has lo pay $65,000 back to 
Ihc city for use of its hall, the New 
Orleans Theatre for ihe Perform- 
ing Arts 

The main problem with gelling 
support from industries, according 
lo McCauley. is thai most indus- 
tries here aren't locally based He 
says these industries lend lo sup- 
port organizations only in their 
home cities 

"Anolher bad thing is thai Ihe 
second largest industry here is 
tourism." says McCauley. "and all 
of Ihe large motels arc in a large 
part not owned and operated by 
people here in New Orleans, so all 
of those profits leave town "

Irish Harpist's Ri

LONDON-U S. audiences have 
recently become acquainted with a 
British artist whose international 
breakthrough makes for one of the 
most extraordinary success stones of 
the decade. 

The artist is Mary O'Hara, Irish 
harpist and singer, whose album 
"Mary O'Hara At The Festival 
Hall" was released in the U S in 
May and who has since played New 
York's Carnegie Hall and Toronto's 
Masses Hall to big and enthusiastic 
audiences. 

Her success has been created by Jo 
Lustig. an expatriate American 
"exiled" by chance. A New Yorker, 
he went to London as a Broadway 
press agent, recuperating from a mo- 
torcycle accident and stayed on to 
become the presiding genius of the 
1960s folk revival here 

O'Hara is the latest in a long line 
of Lusiig successes following the 
death of her husband, she went into 
seclusion with a Benedictine order 
of nuns with no contact with the out- 
side world and only restricted con- 
versation After 12 years she 
emerged lo take up the threads of an 
earlier folk singing career 

Lusug has controlled her come- 
back over the last two years Earlier 
he had handled Fairpori Conven- 
tion. Steelcye Span, Pcntangle, 
Jcthro Tull, Julie Felix and Ihe 
Chieftains 

His irack record is impressive He 
has taken folk acts and broken ihcrn 
to an audience of wider tastes. Fair- 
port Convention became an enor- 
mously popular rock act. Steelcye 
Span had a Top 10 hit and Mary 
O'Hara is becoming a worldwide 
MOR attraction. 

Lustig says his formula is simply 
"Any act with talent. properls han- 
dled, should break." 

Mi earlier background included 
reporting with Theatre Arts Maga- 
zine, then production assistant on 
Josh While's Broadway show "How 
Long Till Summer " He was theatre 
press agent, handling publicity also 
for Miles Davis, Chico Hamilton 
and others 

With Jac Holzmann he handled 
promotion on (he then (my new folk 
label Llcklra He worked lor Tradi-

lion Records, which was the Clancy 
Brothers' own label The third re- 
lease there was an album by a young 
Insh harpist, some 20 years ago. 
That was Mary O'Hara 

His first management client was 
Ihe unpredictable Nico. Next came 
Julie Felix and then Pcntangle 

Says Lustig. "Pcntangle was per- 
haps the most rewarding act I've 
worked with The members were 
brilliant innovators jn d aflcr ihem I 
became the person that acts came to 
for help in career planning " 

He regards management as an ex- 
lension of publicity Bui he believes 
in using specialists in fields like ac- 
countancy and law He goes lor [he 
best musical directors and record 
producers 

"Maybe I could produce an al- 
bum if I had to. but I don't spend 
much lime m the studio I don't in- 
terfere with artistic aspects I jusi like 
to have bands that know where thev 
are going musically. Management is 
promotional, a matter of merchan- 
dising the artist's music properly in 
conjunction with the record com- 
pany 

"For me. in practice, this means 
( hry salis I don't have a production 
deal Ihere bul I do have a special 
relationship and it handles most of 
my artists 

"I re-signed ihe Chieftains earls 
this year When I took them on. 
people said I was cra/y-a bunch of 
middle-aged Irishmen, part-timers I 
just had a gut feel about them Bul 
they cancelled an American tour on 
me, and you can't have artists opting 
out of obligaiions on whim." 

Of late, his work has centered on 
O'Hara "I lold her it she wanted lo 
expand her career, she had lo get 
into coniemporary rcperlmre She 
has done just lhal I hooked the Fes- 
tival Hall for her 

"I sent videos and clippings about 
Mary's history, ihe whole conveni 
ihing. lo various tv shows and ihe 
minule she appeared the concert 
sold out Tickets were selling for $40 
each I knew (he public would re- 
spond once il knew 

"In two months, she plaved lo 
80.000 people in London alone "

Rock Promoter Sues 
Allentown 'Fathers'

PHILADELPHIA- Rock concert 
pmmoler Thomas Makoul, head of 
Makoul Productions in nearby Al- 
lentown. filed suit in U.S. District 
Court here June 14 against Mayor 
Frank Fischl of Allentown. and Ihe 
city iLself. seeking a preliminary in- 
junction to lift Allen. own s ban on 
rock concerts 

Makoul specifically asks that ihe 
ciis and the mayor be stopped from 
inlerfemng with his contract with the 
Lehigh County Agricultural Society. 
Inc . lo renl the grandstand al its Al- 
lentown Fairgrounds for a Ted Nu- 
gent concert Aug. 3. 

Plans for the Nugent concert and 
all other rock concerts were put on 
the forbidden list by the mayor aflcr 
a June 5 concert with Foreigner al 
Ihe fairgrounds erupted into a gate- 
crashing not with more than 50 
soungstcrs arrested and 1 1 police- 
men injured 

Several days later, the mayor di- 
rected the Agricultural Society to 
cancel all rock concerts al the fair- 
grounds except ihose which have 
been booked lor the annual Allen- 
town Fair laic in August as grand- 
stand shows Shows by Chicago and 
K.C. & the Sunshine Band are 
among the Fair's grandstand offer- 
ings 

The aciions of the cilv of Allen- 
town and lis mayor, the suit alleges, 
arc "arbitrary . capricious and unrea- 
sonable," and violates concert pro- 
mote! Makoul's First Amendment 
right to promote and produce artistic 
endeavors as freedom of speech, and 
to organize a peaceable assembly on 
private property, the suit charges. 

Also. Makoul's due process nghls 
under the Fifth and Nth Amend 
mcnts which guarantee ihe nghl "to 
secure a lawful livelihood, without 
illegal or extra-legal intervention bv 
governmental authorities" are vio- 
lated, the suit claims. 

The ban also violated the Equal 
Protection clause of the I4ih 
Amendment. Makoul claims, be- 
cause Mayor Fischl says he will 
permit a rock concert scheduled at 
Ihe grandstand during Ihe Allen- 
town Fair, but will ban all others 
"This is invidious discrimination" 
the suit alleges 

Richard Makoul. attorney repre- 
scnimg his brothci . la mis thai inm 
dcr lo shut down anv private enter- 
prise, "you have lo go into court, and 
Ihe city's rock concert ban did not go 
through the courts " 

The suit states Makoul has pro- 
duced more than 100 shows, about

25 of which were staged at the Allen- 
town Fairgrounds None of these 
shows, ihe sun slates, "resulted in a 
riot, public disorder or breaches of 
the peace " 

The attorney contends Makoul 
uses his own private security who 
wear T-shirts, avoiding confronta- 
tions. The suite doe> not ask for 
damages to Makoul PrinJuclions 

However, if the federal court does 
not issue Ihe injunction by the end of 
the month, the attorney says, "it's 
definitely a possibility" that he will 
ask for damages. 

Promoter Makoul signed a con- 
tract on Apnl 1 1 with the fair for the 
Ted Nugent concert He agreed to 
pay the fair SI. 350 or 5** of ihe gross 
ticket sales, whichever was greater, 
plus SO cents for every ticket sold for 
the concert. He made a $540 deposit 
for the grandstand At $8 50 per 
ticket and ihe grandstand holding 
12.000 to 13.000 persons, Makoul 
savs the Nugent concert could gross 
more than $ 100.000. 

In the suit, Makoul claims he 
stands lo lose at least $37,500 if the 
Nugent contract is not held under 
the terms he signed on April 27 with 
Nugcnt's agent Diversified Man- 
agement Agency.

an astonishingly short time He is certain to lead one day the

This company, solely concerned with publishing, was to be 
closely connected with a new company founded by Ralph Sie 
gel m 1970 Olympia Music Productions And it was not long 
before hits came from this center, mainly written by young 
and new authors such as Michael Kunze. Gucnther Behrle, Mi 
chael Holm, and Ralph Siegel himsell The young Siegel was 
particularly concerned about building up fresh, talented new 
comers to the music scene and a special interest was in giving 
young musicians from all over the world a chance to work in 
Munich 

Thor 
Baldursson. Nick Woodland. Martin Harrison. Mats Bioerk 
lund.

The book keeping division led by Inge Veigel. who has also 
been with Siegel for 25 years, and copyright chief Vera Haug 
stetten. who has been with the group for 18 years, together 
gave a healthy administrative basis Then there is veteran 
Herbert Koschel. with a 30 link with the organization, a man 
who remains calm in any problematic situation. 

Jupiter Records was set up by Ralph Siegel in 1973 and at 
ter lengthy negotiations a distribution deal was signed with 
Ariola Eurodics GmbH, represented by Monti Leuttner and 
Fnedel Schmidt The decision to go with Ariola was eased by 
several reasons. First there was Ralph Siegel'swarm personal 
friendship with all concerned, and second Siegel s company 
was already producing several artists for Ariola Additionally 
there was the tact that Ariola had meantime moved to Mu 
nich. so making coordination with the new Jupiter label that 
much simpler 

Siegel succeeded in signing top artist Chris Roberts to Jupi 
ter and the first single, produced by Siegel. was a No. 1, "Du

That's What Nashville Is Doing 
After Ignoring Disco For Years 



NASHVILLE Though often re- 
ferred la as "Music City. USA." 
disco has not plated an important 
role in Nashville's entertainment 
spectrum However several persons 
connected with Nashville's disco in- 
dustry predict it is in the threshold of 
gaining new populantv 

Disco had its early beginnings m 
Nashville some four years ago in a 
gay club called the Other Side 

Since that lime, thectlv hasslowk 
accepted the nse in popularity oil 
disco music and the clubs thai have 
sprung forth, including adult, teen. 
ga> and black, and supports lucfe 
clubs as Leo's, the Met. the Cabaret. 
Warehouse 28. Studio One. Smugg- 
lers.

"Rut surprisingly. Nashville has 
caughl up quite a bit just within the 
past few months, and hopefully the 
cilv won't be llooded with so many 
disco-lvpc clubs that nobtnly can 
make any money." 

Agreeing w ith Rlav loc k. Pete Ire- 
land, assistant manager for Smugg- 
lers, also feels that disco has been 
slow in catching on in Nashville due 
to the influx of country music 

"I don'i think Nashv ille is behind, 
but I don't think we're ahead." say y 
Ireland. "I don't ihmk any city is I 
think it's up to the individual be- 
cause music is an individual thing 
Rui Nashville has been slow , in com- 
parison, and it's due to (he influx of 
country music." 

Smugglers, one of the earlier ris 
ing disco-onenled clubs in the city, 
as compared to the Cabaret, the Met. 
Warehouse 28 and Studio One. 
which have opened within the past 
year, has not experienced any drop 
in business with these new openings 

"Our business hasn't fluxuated at 
all with these new openings, because 
for one. we do have a good reputa- 



tion as being a lop disco in lown. 
and. (wo, it is a very healthy busi- 
ness " 

John I nomas, manager of Mumc 
Cily One-Slop in Nashville, services 
most of the clubs in the area with 
promotional disco product from lits 
represented lines, and also provides 
a record pool thai includes imports 
and contributions from lines not dis- 
tributed by his firm, such as locally- 
hased Casablanca 

"Wc carry more disco product 
probably than anvbodv else in 
lown." notes Thomas, "and among 
our major disco product lines, we 
have TK. Private Slock and But- 
terfly We're also subdistributors for 
Motown. Capitol, Columbia and 
Warner Pros ., among others 

"The major labels that wc distrib- 
ute are good about supplying us 
uiih promotional copies for these 
clubs, hut our subdistributors don't 
supply us with these If ihev would. I 
would be more than happ) lo service 
them for them.** 

Thomas has also spent time as a 
deejay for disco over ihe past several 
years in Nashville, and views ihe 
cily's disco scene as behind, but with 
big potential 

"Nashville is behind other cities m 
terms of facility offerings, but we've 
gol Ihe potential to do big disco 
We're not lading as far as talent 
with our disk jockeys and we're not 
hurling as far as the accessibility of 
music is concerned "

Here thinks ihe popularity of R- 
beats stems from the kids' dissatis- 
faction w ilh much of today 's disco 
product "On most reemdv people 
have tc> wail through a lot of strings 
and singing to gel lo the good pari 
of the record." Here believes "But 
I give it lo ihem all up front " 

Here hopes that someday he will 
be able lo produce an enure B beat 
album featuring "Bongo Rock" 
and oiher obscure numbers.

Studio Competition Brisk, 
Business Bright In Hawaii 



HONOLULU -Recording stu- 
dios "< Hawaii .ire general i) thriving 
jnd expanding, capitalizing on un 
arlisiic explosion of tr.idiiinn.il and 
contemporary Hawaiian music 

The unprecedented proliferation 
Of local talent and island music con- 
sumers means a corresponding pro- 
liferation of studio time lor local 
recordings. 

But recording studios in the 5uth 
Slate, busy as they are. do have spe- 
cial problems Representatives til 
the five largest studios here report 
difficulties ranging from radio fre- 
quency interference to hassles ob- 
taining proper equipment and re- 
pair service. 

Sound of Hawaii is one of the old- 
est recording studio operations in 
the island Herb Ono. its owner, is 
also its chief engineer. 

"We've recorded so mans local 
artists over the years,** explains Ono 
"Don Ho. Herb Ola. Sons of Hawaii. 

Mack) I car>. Paiam Vaughan and 
countless olhers have been here 
Plus, we do a big business with 
client! from Japan In thai area 
alone we're up to % 100.000 a year in 
revenue." 

Sounds of Hawaii charges S 100 an 
hour for demo recordings, hut nego- 
tiates rates for those who desire 
block time 

Its 24-track studio sports an im- 
pressive array of equipment Its con- 
sole is a Neve 24-lrack machine and 
lis tape machines include Stevens 24 
or Ift-track. an Ampcx ATR-100 2- 
track. an Ampex 350 2-track. and an 
Ampex 300 2-track mono. 

Chambers include EMT 140 
Plates (2i and LMI Gold foil. Tor 
outboard equipment. Sounds of 
Hawaii has Cooper Time Cube. 6 
Neve limners. 2 Neve correction 
units, Urei 1176 LN limilers. Even- 
tide DDL and Eventide phasers, a 
Nakamichi cassette deck and an Al- 
pha 41 cassette high-speed duplica- 
tor. 

Ono complains about radio fre- 
quency interference and blames that 
on the glut of radio stations in 
Haw.ni 

"The future looks good for us." 
says Ono "We're building a new 
complex with two studios next year, 
and we anticipate that in a few years 
we'll be complctclv digital " 

Broad Studios, another 24 -track 
establishment, is the newest studio 
in the islands It s owned by local en- 
tertainer Al Harrington, and it 
opened this past February. 

Its demo rate is between £60 and 
$80 per hour for unknown artels, 
hut as general manager John Dud- 
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le\ notes. "We work directly with 
our clients Our charges depend 
Upon who the artists are. what their 
needs are. and how much time the) 
need." 

Mroad Studio uses a Spectra Son- 
us model 1024-24 Console and its 
tape machine highlights an Ampcx 
MM 1200 24-lrack tape recorder and 
an \mpex ATR-102 with remote 
Control and pedestal 2-track 
iccorder. Its 24-tiack Dolby system 
M24H. it claims, is the only one on 
the islands. 

Notable outboard equipment in 
eludes an Orban Parasound 621b 
Stereo parametric Equalizer with 85 
A. an eventide 2830omnipre$sor, an 
Eventide model 1 745 M digital dela\ 
line, an 1 176 limtter, and two DB\ 
160 hunters 

Although it's just started its oper- 
ations, the studio's already recorded 
a number ol local acts, including 
Nohclani Cvpnano. owner Al Har- 
rington and Earl Hughes 

Comments Dudley "Things look 
promising We think we're a new 
frontier that will attract mans artists 
From the mainland Hawaii is realty 
a hub for markets as far away as the 
Mainland and Japan 

" I he biggest problems we find are 
availability of proper equipment 
and repair service Also we encoun- 
ter a time factor we're gene rail) 
much more laidhack in Hawaii than 
on the Mainland, and most new art- 
ists have to confront that." 

Audissey Studio, owned by Sam 
Holt/, has been in operation three 
years. The 16-lrack studio charges 
$75 an hour but special time hlocks 
apre negotiable 

It eaters heavily to local artists, 
and is particularly effective with 
musicians beginning their careers 
But the studio has recorded Mam- 
land acts, including Her hie Hand- 
cock and Loggins & Messina. 

Cieneral manager and chief engi- 
neer Jim Linkncr notes "We're ex- 
panding our studio. We're adding 
live bass traps We're getting a Stu- 
dcr 2-track mixdown machine. Nau- 
mann mikes and other peripheral 
gear" 

Ai present, Audissey uses a 3M 
series 16-lrack recorder, a Spcctra- 
Sonics 1026 20 by 16 mixing con sol. 
I JBL monitoring system, a UREI 
1176. DBX 160s. an Allison gain 
brain. Allison Keepex expanders. 
SAF stereo parametric equalizers, a 
Syslecn Hanger, an Aphex aural ex- 
citer, an I.venlide harmoni/cr. and 
an A KG reverb. 

I think maintenance is one prob- 
lem we lace in Hawaii." explains 
Linkncr. "but we alvi have all local 

BtudlOS, that is problems i 

eating between the artist and the en- 
gineer. 

"I see the future as bright Ha- 
waiian music has gained a self-confi- 
dence and many new artists are 
recording Mainland SrtlStS will be 

corning here heavily In the future 

because of our grcal cnvimnmcul 
which is conducive to the irtSStk 
process 

Don I vlcr. pail-ownei and gen 
eral manager ol Commercial Stu- 
dios, explains that his studio docs a 
considerable business with radio 
and television clients tor commer- 
cials He also claims the only 35m m, 
sound system capacity in town, 

the 16 hack studio charges $55 
an hour hut will negotiate for block 
time. Tyler acknowledges a long list 
ol local .trh-is who have recorded in 
his studio

"We're closing down for a couple 
of months lo renovate the studios 
I his is being done to attract new 
recording acts— national, foreign 
and local. Look al its (his way mar- 
kets in Japan and on ihe Mainland 
have barely been touched We arc 
going lo go after those markets vig- 
orously." 

Peter Coraggio. part owner and 
engineer of K-track Smergia Record- 
ing Studios, does a lot of business 
recording radio and television jin- 
gles as well as many small groups in 
the islands 

Coraggio explains: "II we do a 
jingle, it's difficult to charge the 
same as the Mainland, because we 
onK have a limited population and 
many advertisers can't afford lo 
record music in a studio here. 

"And it's plain hard to support a 
full slale-of-lhc-arls studio here Lo- 
cal artists usually can't afford studio 
time Now. it seems like everyone 
wants lo cut an LP and the result is 
lha! stores have trouble stocking lo- 
cal product." 

On ihe future. C oraggio cites cer- 
tain trends "1 see increasing compe- 
tition in the itudk) business As the 
only K-track studio in town, we arc 
getting a lot of small demo type work 
for unknown artists 

"Sincrgia will be doing more clas- 
sical recordings, especially audition- 
ing tapes lor graduate students One- 
other thing. I think we'll see more 
people getting their own sludios- 
like 4-ltacks A person can probably 
set one up for under $5,000." 

Smergia has a custom-designed 
Op-Amp audio console w ith 20 mic/ 
line inputs with FQ. 16 out. 2 cue 
busses. 2 echo busses. 2 program 
busses, and stereo headphone out- 
puts lis tape machines include an 
Ampex Ag440 8-track recorder. 2 
Song TC 850-2 recorders, and a 
Sony model I26CS cassette deck, 
plus an AKCi BX-IO reverb system, 
an Lvcntide I745M digital delay 
system. L'RFJ I176LN hunters and 
a SAE Mark 2700 stereo graphic 
equalizers 

All ol the above sludios operate 
on the island of Oahu Most of them 
are within a tew miles ot one an- 
other, except Smergia. which is lo-

Takoma Studio Has 
16-Track Facilities 

LOS ANOI I I S lakoma Rec- 
ords has opened a l6-track record- 
ing studio in suburban Sanla Mo- 
nica - 

I quipped wilh dbx noise reduc- 
tion drum and vocal booths, grand 
piano, graphic and parametric 
equalization, limners and echo, ihe 
room is designed for bolh Takoma 
artists and outside clients. 
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1-Time Vegas Disco Pulls 
2,000, Spends $250,000 
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LAS VEGAS- Billed as the big- 
gest and most expensive dlsCO ever 
assembled, light promoter Don 
King's first International Sport- 
man's Hall drew Mime 2.000 celchri- 
ticv fight tans and disco enthusiasts 

Co-sponsored b\ Caesar. Palace 
recently, the one-time event featured 
$250,000 in specially engineered 
sound system and custom-designed 
lighting equipment m the hold's 
convention hall facility. 

"This is undoubtedly the most ex- 
pensive one-night show put together 
on ihe magnitude of ihis type light 
and sound system," maintained 
disco producer l orn Kaufman. 

A total of S15.000 in cash and 
prizes was awarded lo vary ing cate- 
gories of contestants in the Studio 
S-l-iypc disco creation which pre- 
ceded the Norton-Holmes heavy- 
weight boxing match 

According to Alexander Rusner. 
president of Rosner Custom Sound 

f ■- of New Tork. who did the Cae- 
sars sound system. $15,000 financed 
the two-das sciup by himself, and 
technicians f rank Panico and Mar 
tin Healey. 

"The mosl unique problem we 
had setting up this system was the 
false ceiling, some 20 feel above the 
lowered panels which we hung 
equipment from," says Rosner. 

Included in the specially -designed 
sssiem were JBL and Altec speakers 
with a 1 10-degree floor decible 
range. Mcintosh amps with auto- 
matic eliminating, model G bass 
horns and three Thorcns lurnlables 

New York disco deejays Alfie 
Wade and Bobby Guttadaro. the 
latter known for his work on Casa- 
blanca's "Thank God It's Fnday" 
film, operated the control booth. 

The 360-degree Stereo-COnC sound 
was carried through 10 bass horns. 
74 separate drives and six hanging 
tweeter arrays with separate amps 
which fed onl\ the bass and mid- 
range 

Rosner has designed the systems 



for the Copacabana. Slarship Dis- 
covery I and Reflections discos in 
New York as well as "Isadoras" in 
Kondado. Puerto Rico and Da- 
vinci's in Dallas, 

"The lighting and sound concept 
goes to Wade and Guttadaro." says 
Kaufman "The whole project took 
l*<* months of planning " 

I he 36 bv 36-foOl dance floor was 
pierced by 100 argon lasscr beams, 
monitored by Ron Goldstein. Dr 
Sciji Inatsugu and Ed Auswacks 
directly across from the sound sys- 
tem control DOOthtv 

"We play many options of one 
system, self-built and fabricated bv 
Inatsugu utilizing optics, mirrors 
and some holograms." says Gold- 
stein. "This is the first time we've 
ever done a disco." 

Goldstein, who heads Laser 
Media of Hollywood had just com- 
pleted Ann-Margrct's two-week en- 
gagement in Caesars Circus Max- 
imus showroom which saw the first 
suc h use of lasers in a main room act. 

Along with Margrel's act. Laser 
Media also has produced effect* for 
Electric Light Orchestra's current 
world tour. Steve Miller. Ringo 
Starr, ihe Carpenter.' reccnl tele- 
vision special and some films. 

Using two sources wilh the newest 
in a computer scanning system, the 
green laser beams were projected 
onto a 32 by 25 feet screen where 
messages and logos appeared 
throughout Ihe 10 p m -4 a.m. hap- 
pening. 

Videotaped for ABC-TV use be- 
fore the fight and possible use later 
in a special. King's disco drew such 
names as Reginc Choukron. owner 
of Rcgine's in New York and Studio 
54 proprietor Siexe Rubell. 

Special guest Tony Robinson, 
whose lifestyle inspired "Saturday 
Night Fever." also was a judge The 
crowd of laic-night, carly-moming 
participants, paid $100 each to 
dance and eat lo their hearts* eon- 



A FIRST IN INDUSTRY? 



Label Hosts Deejays At N.Y. Buffet 
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NEW YORK In perhaps the first 
session of its kind, a record company 
here last week invited members of a 
large organization of disco deejays 
to meet major disco artists and dis- 
cuss iheir new releases 

About 500 in all attended Ihe 
gathering sponsored by Private 
Slock at ihe International Disco 
Record Center, whose meeling room 
is furnished like a discotheque. 

IDRC, the largest record pool in 
New York, has 321 members ic00fd< 
ing to Eddie Rivera, its president 

Artists who met with the pool 
members and their new product, 
which was heard on the dance floor 
and distributed, were: Samanlha 
Sang. "You Keep Me Dancing" ( 12- 
uulil Waltei Murphy 'Phantom ol 
The Opera" (LP); Michael Zager. 
"Freak" [12- inch); and Cissy Hons 
ton. "Think It Over" (12-inch). 
Carolyne BcrnicrV Hold Me. Touch 
Me" (12-inch) was also distributed 
although Bernicr was unable to 
lease Montreal tor a personal ap- 
pearance 

On hand al the fete, al which Pri- 
sale Slock served a bullet dinner, 
were label president Larry L'lial and 
Da* id Carnco. vice president of pro- 
motion and product development. 

LItlal suys the parly was first 
planned to host the deejays comings 



into New York for the Disco Forum, 
but he Ihen decided that "to intro- 
duce our artists'" and '"to have good 
food" would establish a belter rap- 
port with the spinners. 

Carnco sass that cscn "before the 
Disco Forum, we wanted to make an 
impact " He notes that although the 
label tncs to honor "legitimate pool 
requests" for product l personal 
meeting is best since the label can 
get lo know the jocks personalis and 
learn how the product is doing

All audio dealers warn thai the 
dollar-yen exchange has hit rock 
bottom and consumers can expect to 
see pnees jump from six to 20t for 
most Japanese brands. Some in- 
creases arc expected as of July I but 
the bulk of the rise in prices will be 
seen in the fall. 

Webster of Brands Mart say s he is 
not very concerned about the price 
increases One reason is that his store 
ha* forged ahead in the area of video 
equipment and car stereo All the 
dealers, in fact have experienced the 
recent surge in interest for the VTR 
and assorted accessories. 

"They are selling like hoicakes." 
says Webster referring to the VTR

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Continued from page 
aspects of radio frequency inter- 
ference the legislation hopes to cure. 

Feldman said the requirements of 
RFI fillers in the hill would degrade 
the performance of hi fi compo- 
nents 

I he chief source of interference 
today is ihc plethora of CB radios, 
many with illegal equipment, he 
pointed out. 

"But even CB equipment oper- 
ated legally can create a phenom- 
enon known as audio rectification in 
sensitive circuits commonly found in 
high fidelity equipment, such as au 
dio preamplifiers, amplifiers, tape 
recorder, and receivers " 

Quoting a 1977 technical article 
which Feldman himself wrote, he 
said conservative costs of each of 
possibly eight filters required under 
the proposed hill could he onlv $2. 
hut would total $20 at factory level. 

"Translated to ihc* retail levels, 
such additions might well end up 
costing ihc consumer between $60 
and S 100 extra." on stereo receivers 
that popularly sell in the I S for as 
little as $200 or $300 ajumpof50* 
or more. 

He also quoted an FCC booklet 
on identifying and resolving radio- 
tv interference problems, which 
listed multiple possible solutions lo 
the problems of interference from 
very many sources. 

Two of the FCC proposals would 
degrade the hi fi performance, cause 
amplifier instability and might ulti- 
mately result in burn-out of the asso- 
ciated loudspeakers. I eld man be- 
lieves. 

Also testifying against the Gold- 
water bill (S. SM) were spokesmen 
for the Attn of Maximum Service 
Telecast crs and FlA's Consumer 
Electronics Group Both called ihe 
legislation neither necessary nor de- 
sirable, because Ihe FCC can regu- 
late the CB radio interference- 
which is the major problem 

I C( Chairman Charles Ferris, in

At the factory level, it would cosl 
manufacturers about $6-$8 per unit 
for the Dolby decoder with lone de- 
coding circuit, compared to about $4 
per unit now. according to Bob Pe- 
terson, technical support director 

"We're doing this extensive field 
testing to verify that it's a workable 
system and a consumer conv enience 
lo have the Dolby decoder switch on 
automatically." he says.

LISBON The Portuguese gov- 
ernment has been authorized by 
parliament 10 legislate in favor of 
phonographic copyright through the 
proposal of a law put forward by the 
local social L\l party 

This is regarded as a vital first step 
to fight high figures of tape and 
record piracy in Portugal and to give 
protection to the nation s music and 
record industry 

Jose Niza. parliament deputy, a 
former director of television pro- 
gramming and a lyricist himself, 
said this permission given the gov- 
era merit to legislate in this Held also

Liscio' Dancing Creates 
Unique Market For Italians

MILAN-Northcrn Italy's ball- 
rooms arc being dominated by a 
massive revival of "Uscio M dancing, 
around which u wide market has 
grown, achieving an estimated 6*7 of 
total record sales here and pulling in 
capacitv crowds to more than 5.000 
dance-halls 

The term "liscio." meaning 
"smooth." unites the waltz, tango, 
mazurka and polka, blending «o 
wording to an old traditional style 
highly popular until the 19h0s when 
it nearly died out as new dances 
were imported from the U.S. 

The comeback started in 1972 
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when several surviving show bands, 
most hased in the Fmilia-Romagna 
region, built recognition as more 
yOltng people embraced the old 
dancing styles 

Todav it is estimated there are 
around 4.000 bands performing in 
'•liscio"* style. That figure includes 
semi-professional groups. A high 
percentage record at least one alhum 
a year, though singles are rare in this 
field. 

Labels involved arc mostly small 
regional independents and records 
are often self-produced by the bands 
themselves and sold through non- 
conventional channels, particularlv 
at ballrooms or open-air dance 
events 

It is estimated that the total turn- 
over of "liscio" record and tape 
sates, including the building interest 
from majors, should reach $** mil- 
lion this vear; that is nought) 6T of 
Italian sales. 

Top "liscio" act is Raoul CUtdCt*! 
orchestra, recentlv signed bv WEA 
afler the expiration of its deal with 
Produtlon Associali This band's 
sales in the 1976-77 fiscal year 
topped the SI million mark 

Only a few "hscio" acts have hit 
the national charts, but these arc 
compiled from major retailers rather 
than the outlets which handle 'lis- 
cio" disks. 

The music is seldom featured on 
national television but several local

processed and delivered the same 
day. 

To questions about the ban. it was 
said that the group was reacting 
against unauthorized photogra- 
phers, notably in Germany, who 
look shots, olten of poor qualilv . and 
then merchandised them tor high 
profit. "This way we can keep labs 
on what is happening. And we use 
onl\ the best photographers, such as 
Andre Gsillag or Peter Mar/el from 
Holland." 

However, some representatives ol 
L Ml Norway felt the ban was affect- 
ing the group's public relations im- 
age here and reducing general press 
interest. Certainty this important 
visit received poor response in the 
local newspapers. Norwegian pho- 
tographers expressed concern that 
all major pop acts might follow the 
Smokie lead

TIME & REPERTOIRE SCARCE 

Italian TV Disk Merchants 
Face Variety Of Problems

MILAN-The official ban on 
record company advertising on RAI 
teles ision and radio, (he Italian 
stale-controlled national network, in 
effect since Jan. 1. was lifted. 

This was expected to ease the way 
for n> -merchandisers, notable K-tel. 
which started operations here late in 
1977 But according to Liliana Azzo* 
lint, general manager. K-lel Inter- 
national Italiana. there has been 
little difference in the situation 

"There are two problems." she 
taySi "lack of lv commercial space 
available so far. and lack of local 
material available for the compila- 
tions. 

"We had the go-ahead in January 
Prior to that record advertising was 
just not allowed But what space 
there is is heaviK booked and it will 
be months before we can get into a 
full national lv campaign 

"Italian Is advertising is much 
cheaper than most other territories 
but the trouble is there are so many 
magazines and publications linked 
with the RAI-TV operation, you 
find yourself more or less obliged to 
buy extra space in those, just to gel 
space on television." 

K-tel launched its Italian oper- 
ation with the "Dy namite" compila- 
tion, which sold 80.000-plus units. 
To get over the then existing Italian 
advertising ban. it used advertising 
on Swiss- Italian TV. Monte Carlo 
TV and the Capodisina network in 
Yugoslavia But this meant a cov- 
erage area stretching from the north 
■ ul-- as far as Rome 

Az/olini accepts that Other com- 
panies are getting into the lv compi- 
lation aiea. and names Phonogram 
and CGD as leaders But she is in 
contact with Giuseppi Giannini of 
CGD to try to avoid duplication 

The proliferation of radio stations 
in Italy, she feels, is not mm h help to 
the record industry. "They are 
manned mainly bv voung and 
inexperienced disk jockeys of lim- 
ited musical interests playing the 
same record eight or ten times m a 
short penod of time This is nol so 
much promotion as a bore. 

"We also have (he problem of 
singers singing mostly political 
songs, whkh again limits interest 
The fact is we are in complete confu- 
sion here We've completely lost the 
original Italian sound 

"I am trying to put together

compilauon of Italian songs, but I 
can't find 20 worthwhile ones to 
make up Ihe number Italian acts 
now are nol buili to last 15 or 20 
years, such as happens with Tony 
Bennett. Jacques Brel or Chark-v \/- 
navour 

"If we have a hit outside Italy, it 
Isn't so much the singer, but the 
song. We over-produce, make loo 
manv records— just hopjng that one 
will eventually stick.** 

A further problem to he faced by 
K-lel. anil other companies, is the re- 
tailing silualion locally Azzotioi 
says. "There are areas where people 
have lo travel eight milcsjust to buy 
a record and il is no surprise that 
many don't bother We still stick to 
traditional wavs of selling, using 
methods which are years out of 
dale." 

K-tel Sets Up 
Israeli Office 

TEL AVTV-fC-td Records has set 
up its own office in Israel for distri- 
bution of its international compila- 
tion albums. It also intends releasing 
compilations of original treatments 
of local Hebrew hit songs 

Carey Budntck. until recently a&r 
executive for CBS Israel is running 
the K-tel office here He says. 
"There is a unique situation in this 
countrx where local artists record 
songs independently for radio play 
only and have difficult in cutting an 
entire album 

"One ot our plans ls to use these 
tracks to compile collections of origi- 
nal hits in album form We also hope 
lo represent other international la 
bels in Israel."

The situation is so serums. Bor- 
ItgO dtimt, that he is threatening to 
import product direct!) from Mex- 
ico where he says he would siill have 
a pricing advantage 

The labels hurling hint through 
their dealings with retailers, he 
charges, are Gas. Royalco. Raff. 
Kama and. principalis he notes, Mil- 
sari/ Peerless 

"This affects me as a distributor 
much more than the problem of im- 
ports from Mexico." Borrego stales 
"The Libels are stealing accounts 
away from me right from my door- 
step And they 're selling the retailer 
at a better price than I can offer 

"I welcome competition from 
other distributors But I simply can't 
compete with the manufacturer 
And if it keeps up. in the future 
when a client comes for a purchase.

All ihe labels contacted for com- 
ment, admit lhc\ sold directly to re- 
tailers, but they all denied they were 
undercutting the distributor*! prices 

Musart s Valentin Vclasco says he 
sells OftT) 10 three or four stops which 
have been long-lime customers in 
the area Otherwise. Vclasco says. 
Musarl's policy is not 10 sell to retail- 
ers 

At Royalco. manager Sara Se- 
govia sa\s the firm has always had 
the policy of selling to record shops, 
but not at distributor prices, Segovia 
expressed surprise at Borrego's 
charges, saying "Guiro has always 
been one of our best customers and 
we've tried In treat htm the best way 
we can." 

Lama vice president Ron 
Sprochnle says his firm does sell to 
retailers but the "bulk of it is COD 
and at higher prices than Mr. Bor- 
rego gels." 

Faced w ith Borrego's charges, the 
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labels turn right .iround with accu- 
sations ol their own against Guiro. 

All ol them repeat a common 
complaint in the industry that Guiro 
"only works hits" and does mil pro- 
vide his acCOUflU wiih good catalog 
service 

I hey also charge Guiro with con- 
stant bargain-hunting. "He's alw.ivs 
looking lor breaks." one label rep 
says. "No matter what the price, he 
,ilv%j\s wjnLs it better." 

And several manufacturers com- 
plain thai instead of pocketing his 
profit on dc.ils. he passes it onto the 
retail level "to eliminate his compe- 
tition," as another executive put it 

So there is a backlash tEtintl 
Guiro's moves, and some labels say 
ihcv will not buckle under Borrego's 
threats 

"He thinks pressure tactics .ire go- 
ing to work." one executive says, 
"but il he su>ps buying, another dis- 
tributor is going lb fill the gap," 

Borrego does say he is cutting 
back his purchases as a way of 
bringing pressure on the labels. 

But he feels his ace in the hole, ul- 
timately, is the threat of importing 
the priKluct, He says he has just re- 
lumed from a 10-day Mexican trip, 
visiting Ijbels there to explore the 
possibility of bringing product in by 
air f reight to Los Angeles from Mex- 
ico City. 

"The labels in Mexico are desper- 
ate to sell to the U S .*' Borrego 
claims, "because mosi of ihe U S 
Latin labels violated their licensing 
contracts b\ selling into Mexico 
when the economic tables were 
turned " 

But why have certain importers 
retreated from the market in the last 
few months if the pricing advantage 
is as attractive as Borrego claims'* 

"Manv have left ihe importing 
field because of a lack of resources." 
Borrego explains "But w hen a 
strong outfit gets involved, a com- 
pany with potential, with resources, 
it'll llood this market with imports." 

Borrego says customs officials in 
Mexico told him records, as a cul- 
tural item, would he exempt from 
import Ijx He also says labels there 
would guarantee him return privi- 
lege for defectives. 

Borrego says the price difference 
between Mexico and the U.S. ranges 
from 83 cents to $122 His savings 
would be particularly strong on Mu- 
sarl's Mexican mid-line product 
(F.co <& Trebol) which appears as 
front-line in the U.S.

"There are no more hits in this 
market," Borrego declares "Every 
hit album is being brought into the 
U S in advance of its release here " 

Borrego denies the manufac- 
turer's allegations that he doesn't 
work their catalogs. 

"I work the hits in quantity, that's 
true." he says, "but I also have the 
entire catalog of all the uompanies 
here in itock. I may haveonccopy of 
the weak numbers, but I have it." 

He also defends his bargain-hunt- 
ing if I'm going to buy in volume. 
I've got to get a margin or I can't 
buy If I buy volume, and t pay cash, 
or pay in 30 days, don't you think 1 
deserve some price consideration 11 
There are distributors who take 
years to pay. 

"And forever, deal I gel. I have to 
struggle. Or I have to wait until the 
label finds itself in need ol cash be 
lore it makes me a good offer. 

"In any case, if there's no deal in 
this business, there's no business. 
The margin is jusl too small " 

In the final analysis. Borrego is 
firm in his resolve "If ihings con- 
tinue as they are. I have no other re- 
course but 10 bring product in from 
Mexico I have to defend mv busi- 
ness as if it were mv child."

Album Dispute 

LOS ANGELES-Fania Records 
and salsa rival TR Records have 
reached an out-of-court settlement 
on their dispute ewer TR's recent LP 
release entitled "Angel Canales Live 
Al R<>vrland " 

LJndcr terms of the agreement 
Fania will suspend its court action 
against TR in exchange for 5,000 
units of the Canales LP w hich Fania 
will sell in Puerto Rico. 

The unusual agreement between 
the competing labels cut short an es- 
calating court battle over the TR al- 
bum which contained three tunes 
performed live by Canales who had 
recorded ihe same three numbers on 
a studio album when under contract 
to Vaya Records, a Fania label. 

Fania had obtained a preliminary 
injunction in New York State Su- 
preme court enjoining TR from 
manufacturing or distributing ihe 
album 

Before ihe private settlement was 
reached. TR was facing contempt 
pr.Kcedings for alleged violation of 
an earlier court restraining order 
against ihe album I Billboard. June 
17. 1978). 

FanU claimed that TR's ad for the 
LP in Stepping Out a New York 
Laun publication, violated the court 
order 

In an attempt to twist a handicap 
into an advantage. TR had adver- 
tised the court-bound LP with the 
line. "Soon to be a collector's item." 

With court action now discon- 
tinued. TR is giving Fania a "30-day 
head Start*' in the words of TR pres 
idem Stanley Cohen, to sell the LP 
in Puerto Rico. 

Meanwhile. Cohen is still making 
the best of a difficult situation, ad- 
vertising the controversial LP in 
New York with the line. "Thev tned

ago following Lvttlcton's criticisms 
of the society* management. 

The withdrawal of the action wa% 
immediate!) interpreted as "abject 
surrender" hv I sitlcton in a written 
statement 

Reegtrd had told the court, "I am 
satisfied that since the commence- 
ment of this litigation, events extra- 
neous to the proceedings have v indi- 
cated m\ conduct and management 
of the PRS 

This related to a statement bv the 
Under Secretin of Slate for Trade. 
Stanley Clinton Davis, that. "In the 
light of evidence which has been 
supplied I conclude that an investi- 
gation of the PRS under the Com- 
panies Act is not called lor." 

Lvttleton now says. "1 made seri- 
ous allegations about the running 
and management of a major public 
institution, the PRS This prompted 
libel proceedings against me within 
two davs of publication, supposedly 
to vindicate Mr Kreegard's reputa- 
tion. 

"Today in virtually unprece- 
dented circumstances, he has 
dropped the action practically on 
the eve of tnal before judge and 
jurv He has dropped it without re- 
ceiving any kind of apology, retrac- 
Uon or settlement and has had to pay 
my costs into the bargain. 

**l stand by my words, which were 
strong words, and maintain they are 
true But Mr Trecgard's abject sur- 
render includes an undertaking on 



his pan not to bung this suit again in 
respect of such words I have called 
for an independent investigation of 
the management of PRS. which its 
management and council have 
violently opposed. 

"In the light of this capitulation. 
Mr Kreegard's clam to have been 
vindicated, otherwise than bv judge 
and jmy, sinks without trace be- 
neath the tide of increasing public 
OtaOSn and condemnation." 

Freegard now denies hisdisconti 
nuation of the action came "on the 
eve of the trial- the case would not 
have come up until later this sear or 
even ne\t year. 

"The heart of the mailer, of Mr 
Lvttlcton's accusations, was that the 
society was not being run in accord- 
ance with the Companies Act This 
was vindicated hv a sialemenl of 
March 10. 

"As for references to 'the tide of 
increasing public concern and con- 
demnation,' h is Mr Lyttteton who 
has been subject to the condemna- 
tion of the society* members The 
statement about the council being 
violently opposed to an independent 
investigation of the management 
hardtv bean examination, for his 
complaints were looked into both b\ 
the council and the Department of 
Trade 

"I hope this is the end of a long 
and drawn-out action which should 
never have happened in the first 

place." 

A joint letter for publication from

Amended listings would be 
needed .mlv to report any changes in 
ihe number of boxes at a location, or 
when a box is moved lo a new loca- 
tion I Billboard May 20. I97K> 

The Copyright office reports ihat 
only about I .^0.000 ol Ihe estimated 
44)0.000 oi more boxes have thus tar 
registered and paid their lees About 
tWO-thifds are unregistered and are 
not paying the annual music li- 
cense lee required under the law 

According to the Amusement and 
Musu Operators Assn counsel's 
own testimony, only about 101-20*7 
ol all boxes would be involved in 
moves lo new locations, requiring 
relisting The rest of the boxes move 
about, bui without changing the 
number at any one location 

Counsel Nick Allen used these 
facts lo claim that the licensors are 
only insisting on a location list, in or- 
der lo track down the non-paving, 
unregistered owners "Thai's their 
big problem.'' he said 

The operators claim that any form 
of required location listing is uncon- 
stitutional, and a kind ol "search 
and seizure M This claim is rejected 
outright bv music licensors' attor-

which included Donna Summer, 
Trammps, Tavarcs, Chic. Village 
People, Andv Gibb, and others. also 
made it Ihe most impressive lineup 
of disco artists ever assembled lor 
one event. Ihe Forum's entertain 
mcnl was at Xenon. New York's 
newest chic disco. 

In the keynote speech opening the 
Forum. Neil Bogart. president of 
Casablanca Records, declared that a 
"new wave of music was upon us 
Ihe entertainment industry had 
been waiting for the 'next big thing' 
and here it was disco was no 
longer just a category of mu-.it. 

"In the three sears since 'Love To 
Love you, Babs' the disco wave has 
swept across the world with a force 
not seen since the early days of 
rock'n'ridl ." 

He said the success of "Salurdav 
Night Fever." the largest selling LP 
ever with 15 million units sold 
worldwide, means a new level of ac- 
ceptance for disco artists thai now 
allows them "to experiment with a 
wide range of musical colors.** 

He added that the tune is near 
when concept recordings by disco 
artists "will lend themselves beau- 
tifully to videocassetle and video- 
disk recordings, and a whole new art 
form will develop " 

He also predicted that with Ihe 
large number of new discos opening 
around the country, more and more 
disco artists will be performing live 
in (hem. 

"It's a spectacular new wave and 
the crest is yet to come Look for 
more movies, more tv shows, disco 
caravans touring the country, and fi- 
nally at long last, as disco gains wide 
acceptance in a variety of media, 
you 'believer.' in the music industry 
can lake special pride as we witness 
radio stations across the country' em- 
brace the sound that you have her- 
alded." said Bogart 

"It has taken them some time to 
realize that your demographics are 
what they have been searching for 
many years. In the same way that 
Shaun Cassidy is played on radio 
alongside the Commodores, and 
neither is relegated to 'hubblegum' 
or 'rich' classifications, artists that 



have been cubhyholcu* as disco' be- 
fore are now reaching the mass au- 
dience." 

Bogart said that "listening to mu- 
sic has become more than a passive 
experience Disco oriented acts are 
now packing ihe large concert are- 
nas and turning them into giant par- 
lies Now that audiences have tasted 
Ihe excitement, they want more, and 
musicians of every sinpc are re- 
sponding. From the Rolling Stones 
to Barry Manilow. a new wave of en- 
ergy is coming through and all 
kinds of people are catching it " 

Calling New York "still the ac- 
knowledged capital ol disco." Ward- 
low declared. "Disco to us is the rock 
of ihe '70s." 

He also noied that "the most im- 
portant thing about this I or urn is 
(hat it will be televised." and intro- 
duced John Dav is, a producer w ith 
the J Waller Thompson organiza- 
tion, in charge of production of the 
television specials filmed during the 
Forum . 

Davis said, "The disco craze is just 
ascending." and added ihat Thomp- 
son plans two one-hour specials to 
be syndicated in July and August 
nationwide 

Herb Ri cfcm a n , special assistant to 
New York Mayor Fdward Koch, 
presented Wardlow with the mayor's 
official proclamation of "Disco 
Week In New York City." 

Rickman said: "Disco will be pan 
of our culture for the next century. 

"I want to conv ey to sou an invita- 
tion lhal Ed Koch is extending." 
Rickman announced "Wc hope 
there will be 2.000 persons at the 
nexl Disco Forum to come as our 
guests for a celebration."

Bui perhaps most impressive of all 
was the outdoor White House Jazz 
Festival held on Sunday (18) to 
honor the Newport Jazz Festival on 
Us 25th anniversary. Included 
among the more lhan 600 guests 
w ho attended the high-spinied gath- 
ering, which was broadcast live on 
National Public Radio, were major 
representatives of almost every as- 
pect of the music business. 

So big was ihe crowd that it is im- 
possible losay how many of those on 
the guest list prepared by the White 
House actually were present But as 
.i crow section of the music busincvs. 
and as an indication of its impor- 
tance lo this Administration, the Hst 
is instructive. 

Just about every major jazz cnlic 
in the nation was invited. Leonard 
Feather Nal Hentoff. Ira Gitlcr, 
Gary Gtddins. Whitney Balliet. 
Stanley Dance. Martin Williams. 
Dan Morgcnstcrn. George T. Simon 
and many others were on Ihe list 

Representatives of most of the 
major record companies were in- 
viicd as well. There were Columbia's 
Bruce Lundvall and John Ham- 
mond. RCAs Ken Glancy. A&M's 
Jerry Moss and Herb Alpert. 
Arista's Clivc Davis: Pablo's Nor- 
man Gran/. Atlantic's Ncsuhi and 
Ahmet Ertegun and Jerry Wexler; 
Capricorn's Phil Walden. CTI's 
Creed Taylor. RSO's Robert Slig- 
wood. Fantasy's Ornn Kccpncws 
and many others 

There were major figures in the 
jazz world who fall into no discer- 
nible category but are present at al- 
most every significant jazz event, 
such as Father Norman O'Connor. 

But. perhaps more surprisingly,

I would go to 
Greenwich Village to listen to jazz 
performers ihts had a vers bene- 
fn i.il effect on my life and I m 
grateful for whal all these remark- 
able performers have done 

"As President ol Ihe United 
Stales. I welcome tonighl the superb 
representative! ol this music form 

who represent the history of mu- 
sk throughout this century: some 
quite old in years, still voting in 
heart, others newcomers to jazz who 
have brought an increasing dvna 
mism toil, in Ihe constantly evolving 
striving for perfection as the new ele- 
ments of jazz .ire explored " 

The musk ih.it followed lived up 

to Ihe Presidenlial prediction The 
musicians ranged tn age from drum- 
mer lony Williams. 12, to ragtime 
pianist Lubic Hlake. U S, who opened 



the program with "Boogie Woogte 
Bcguinc." and his own "Memories 
Of You " He was followed by Kath- 
arine Handy Lewis. 75. singing "St 
Louis Blues." composed hv her fa- 
ther. W C Handy. 

After a mini-history of jazz piano 
by Mary Lou Williams, the concert 
evolved into a series of succinct, 
small combo sessions. Benny Carter 
led one group through "In A Mcllo- 
lonc" and "Lady Be Good." with 
solos by Roy Eldndgc. Clark Terry. 
Illinois Jacquct. Teddy Wilson, Jo 
Jones and Milt Hinlon. 

Subsequent MB presented Sonny 
Rollins with McCoy Tyncr. Dizzy 
Gillespie with an all-star sextet. Or- 
neite Coleman, accompanied only 
by his son Denardo Coleman on 
drums, and five minutes of typically 
devastating avant-garde piano by 
Cecil Taylor. 

Taylor so impressed the President 
that he leapt onto ihe stage to con- 
gratulate him Present throughout the 
entire concen. Carter had been sit- 
ting al a table or. more often, squal- 
ling on the grass, al limes with the 
First Lady or his son Jack His reac- 
tions made it clear thai he was not 
merely listening politely but related 
sensitively lo the variety of idioms 
presented 

Significantly, the lew participants 
who might be called chart jazz art- 
ists-George Benson. Chick Corca. 
Dexter Gordon and Ron Carter all 
plaved straight ahead jazz with no 
hint of fusion, crossover or electron- 
ics Benson, particularly, was in as- 
tonishing form plaving in Ihe Charlie 
Christian tradition 

Lionel Hampton led what was 
supposed to be the final group with 
Corca. Ray Brown. Stan Gelz, Zoot 
Sims and others, but while he ran 
through Ihe changes of "Georgia On 
Mv Mind." Jimmy Carter joined 
Won al stage lefl for a whispered 
consultation. The President re- 
mained standing, listening intently 
while Stan Getz played "Lush Life," 
then stepped forward and said "I 
don't believe Ihe White House has 
ever seen anything like this This is 
hard lo believe, because, as you can 
well see. this is [usl as much a part of 
the greatness of America as the 
While House ilsclf or ihe Capitol 
budding down the street Anybody 
thai wants to is free lo go but I'm 



going to stay and listen to some more 
music." 

What followed was a senes of sur- 
prises that built climax on cltmax. 
Hampton let loose with "Flying 
Home." Gerry Mulligan started 
playing a borrowed danneL and Ihe 
grand marshal of the Tuxedo Band 
strutted up and down with his bnght *^ 
red umbrella Pearl Bailey , at ihe in- I 
sisiencc of Mrs. Rosaly nn Carter, got I 
into the act with "In the Good Old | 
Summertime." then, urged on by 
Attorney General GnfTin Bell, she 
encored with "St Louis Blues"-a 
much freer and more jazz-oriented 
version than thai of Katharine 
Handy Lewis 

With Dizzy Gillespie onstage 
again, the President insisted that he 
do one more Backed only by Max 
Roach playing sticks on a fool cym* 
bal. Gillespie said. "His Highness 
has asked me to plav 'Salt Peanuts ' 
I'll do thus, but there arc strings at- 
tached We want him lo lake the vo- 
cal." 

Carter did. of course, after hasty- 
coaching by Diz and Max about 
when lo come in The results were 
seen and heard by anybody who 
watched t\ dunng the next 24 hours. 

As Jimmy Carter said, nothing 
could follow thai, bo at 9: 15.45 min- 
utes after its scheduled cut-olT. the 
concert ended lo wild applause. 

It was sy mptomatic that "Salt Pea- 
nuts." the single trivial moment tal- 
bcii amusing) in this enure evening ^ 
of splendid music, got 90"? of what 
lilllc coverage the event received on 
is Only National Public Radio with 
Sieve Rathe in charge and Billy Tay- 
lor emcecing. took ihe initiative to 
carry the enure concert live lo its af- 
filiates around the nation. 

Ihe television industry, notorious

Much of the good lh.it could have 
been accomplished by President 
Carter's speech was vitiated simply 
because it was not brought to the na- 
tion on Iv. 

Fortunately, the President clearly
